NO PROMISE OF MEETS 


He Declares New York and 
Denver Have Not Been 
Assured of Favor. 


Courtlandt Field Bishop of New York, 
president of the Aero Club of America, 
who is here to preside at the conferenco 
of aero clubs at the Hotel Jefferson, de- 
clarod Saturday after an inspection, 
that Columbia Bottom, first suggested 
by the Post-Dispatch as sultable for an 
aviation field, would make a very good 
field.. He was particularly weil pleased 
with the proximity of the river, along 
the course of which aeroplanes could 
race with less Hability to disaster if 
anything should go wrong, as the wa- 
ter would break the force of the fall, 

The approval of, the site by Mr. Bishop 
is believed to improve the chances of 
St. Louis to get one of the international 
meets this year. 

Mr. Bishop was taken to Columbus 
Bottom, which is south of the Chain of 
Rocks, by Albert Bond Lambert and 
Eugene Cuendet of the Aero Club of 
St. Louis. 

Some pointed questions will be put to 
Bishop by aero men when the con- 
ference is held. 

They will ask him, for one thing, ?f 
he has promised to give the interns- 
tional aeroplane races to New York, and 
for another thing he will be asked if 
he has promised to give the interna- 
tional balloon races to Denver. 

He has said to individuals that it wii;

Factors Determining Choice.

More than ever last night 
was this characteristic of the Baklanoff 
voice in evidence, because Verdi, a mas- 
ter of the great art of supremely comic 
and supremely tragic musical utterance, 
inspired to his sincerest endeavor by 
the dramatic appeal of the dreadful 
story of which the hireling Fool is the 
central figure, has given to —— 
a vocal utterance of the supremest op- 
portunity when that role is placed in 
great keeping. 

Beginning .with the madcap quirks of 
the opera’s early scenes, swiftly taking 
on the deeper ominous note that comes 
with his sudden dread of evil befalling 
his cherished daughter, sedulously hid- 
den, yet, nevertheless, within the cruel 
love-reach of the woman-debauching’ 
Duke, his master, the consistent emo- 
tional demand upon the Rigoletto voice 
is such as may not fully be met save 
by an organ of the supremest quality, 
its employment controlled by a mind of 
the keenest artistic inspiration. 

-The dread of evil overtaking Gilda, 
the realization of that evil, the crush- 
ing knowledge, later, that his inherent- 
ly pure child loves the bestial man 
whom her innocent beauty had en- 
tranced for a fleeting moment, the mad 
lusting for vengeance and the shrewd 
plotting to that end, the horror of the 
miscarriage of that plot for deadly jus- 
tice on, the Duke's head, the ultimate 
tragedy when Rigoletto discovers that 
he has encompassed the sacrificial slay- 
Ing of Gilda rather than the. heaven- 
demanded execution of her betrayer— 
these are the ever deepening notes that 
must be sounded by the Fool, even as, 
under compulsion, he must needs seem 
moving aimlessly under the fantastic 
impulse of his folly. It. is a tremendous 
task here set, and the artist who meets 
it qualifies then and there for the high- 
est distinction In the art of which he is 
by this performance proved to be so il- 
luminating an exponent. 

Baklanoff, the giant Russian, finely 
won his Rigoletto credentials last night 
and took his place among the great dra- 
matic baritones of the opera world's 
muster rol] of fame. Happily, too, this 
great deed in great art was done before 
& vast audience that finely recognized 
and acclaimed the greatness of its do- 
ing. Rarely may one witness so genu- 
ine a recognition of big achievement as 
went across the footlightse from the 
crowded Olympic to the superb artist 
whose high and earnest endeavor so 
well deserved such recognition. It was 
the supreme event of the night, this 
Baklanoff triumph, and I feel sure that 
no one so fortunate as to witness its 
provocation and to take part in the re- 
Sultant response will ever forget the 
splendid experience. 

Mme. Lydia Lipkowkska, fellow-Rus- 
sion of the gigantic Baklanoff, was, as 
& matter of course, heard and seen to 
far less advantage as last night's: Gilda 
than as the lovely Lakme of Tuesday 
night’s production of Delibes’ opera, but 
she accomplished much more with this 
Verdi heroine than I remember to have 
seen done by any other singer in recent 
years. 

The purity and delfeacy of her voice 
found its congenial, even though limited, 
Opportunity in the Gilda score, and, in 
those rare moments of the testing of 
vocal volume, it proved thoroughly com- 
petent. Its frail-framed little owner 
seemed apparently as instinct with song 
and as capable of ite fullest strain of 
utterance, as some throat-swelling for- 
est bird from whose little body come 
great streams of melody that fill the 
wide-stretching leafiness of the listening 
woods with their amazing tonal splen- 
dor. Dramatically, Lipkowska present- 
ed @ most touching and heart-moying 
portraiture, and her share in the even- 
ing’s complete triumph was ample be- 
yond the natural limitations of the Gil- 
da role.

I believe the lack. of fences in the agricultdral 
districts have contributed more than any other 
means to the shortage of cattle. In every farming 
community you can see the decline of cattle raising 
ffom the time of the so-called stock laws. Before 
thé stock laws became effective every farmer had 
to put. up fences to keep out his neighbors’ cattle. 
Naturally, his fields were fenced in and he could and 
Would utilize them to raise cattle of his own. You 
can see thousands of fields throughout Missouri 
and other states without fences surrounding them— 
fields from which the regular crops havé been gath- 
ered that could and would be utilized for pasturage 
if they only were fenced in.

“Buch little ones are to be found in 
the homes of men whose names are 
known to newspaper readers as the 
leaders in certain circles, it was de- 
clared. Were the hospital’ authorities 
to give the names of some of their “cll- 
eéntele,”” according to Mr. Rogers, dis- 
closures vrould follow which would dis- 
rupt families.

“Many childless women are found in 
society.
